This was announced by Winston 
Spencer Churchill, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in the House of Com- 
mons last night, when he said: “We 
consider it essentia lIthat any pay- 
ments made by our debtors in Europe 
to their creditors in the United States 
shoud be accompanied simultane- 
ously paripassu. by proportionate 
payments to Great Britain.” 

Mr. (urchill further said that 
Great “'ritnin adheres to the Bal- 
four «ci:r made three years ago, 
namely “obliterate all debts ow- 
ing to us; if we are similarly 
treated by others in respect of 
debts owing them,” and, if this 
is impossible, then to “ask from 
Furope as much as and no more 
than the United States migft find 
necessary to require from us.”

ROME, Dec. 11—Austen Chamber- 
lain received several representatives 
of the American and British press, 
to whom he made a statement of 
British foreign policy. His meeting 
with the heads of the Italian and 
French governments had given him 
the great advantage of getting first- 
hand knowledge of French and 
Italian opinion on the different sub- 
jects attracting the particular at- 
tention of the new British Govern- 
ment, His interviews with both 
Edouard Herriot and Benito Musso- 
lint had given to Germany contra- 
dictory impressions. Optimists de- 
clared that one single conversation 
had been sufficient to settle all sorts 
of issues. Mr. Chamberlain re- 
marked that this was obviously im- 
possible.

- Than They Were 45 Years Ago

‘Survey Conducted by Prof. Wilson of Boston Unit- 
versity School of Education Shows Present-Day 
Efficiency in Teaching the Simpler Words

The reasons children are spelling 

better today, Professor Wilson says, 
is because attention is being di- 
rected to useful words. The speling 
hook mentioned {4 a modern speller, 
with a vocabulary limit of 3500 
words. Since few eighth grade pu 
pils have vocabularies in excess of 
3000 words, it seems unnecessary that 
the minimum Hiatsa for grades three 
to eight should go beyond that num- 
ber, Professor Wilson says, and adds 
that evidently 10 minutes a day spent 
on spelling is effective if applied to 
r igh it word lists. 
‘The spelling contest, 
as it does the right practices in 
<pelling, is a type of service to the 
State which the achool of education 
is interested tn furthering,” Profes- 
sor Wilson told a representative of 
The Christian Sctence Monttor. 
“The faculty of the school of educa- 
tion is of necesaity interested {n aca- 
demic and theoretical considerations 
but it is much more in 
service which will improve school- 
room practices.”

“too” in 1879 the average was 23.0; 
79.4. 
| The test was undertaken as 4 
‘means of judging whether modern 
methods of teaching apelling are 
efficient. Seventy-nine towns took 
part. The words were selected on 
the basis of a class median of 73, 
determined by calculation, for the 
‘respective grades. Seven of the 79% 
towns finishing the contest were Lo 
to or above the standard. The per- 
centage of correct spelling for all 
towns was 58.76; standard 72.

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+ City Y. M. C. A.’s Challenged 
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By A FOREIGN STUDENT 


N THE universities of America, 
‘there are a number of Young 
Men's Christian Associations. 


The one big thing they endeavor 
to impress upon the students is help- 


fulness to their fellow men. They 
foster this idea in a number of ways 
-~free junches, invitations to parties, 
dinners, and so on. 

I wus at the University of Illinois 
for two vears, and while there I was 
greatly impressed with the character 
of'the Y. M. C. A. Often, it adver- 
tised itself as the only place where 
you got something for nothing. Be- 
ing from a foreign country where 
the business of living was not so 
commercialized as it is in America, 
where it often seems as if every bit 
of service has to be tipped, 1 was 
greatly impressed when I encoun- 
tered this unselfish phase of the Y 
organization. 

liere was an outstanding thing in 
America, I thought, as yet untouched 
by the greed of dollars. I wrote 
home glowing letters of the Y and 
said how homelike it made me feel. 
1 was so enthusiastic that I even 
wrote an article for a student maga- 
zine lauding the Y as a joy-dispenser 
for the lonely foreign student. I 
was a Y booster then. 1 only knew 
the Y as it existed in university 
campuses. 

Now that I have been in America for 
four years, have traveled a bit, loafed 
a bit, and have encountered many 
Y’s in both large and small cities, 
mv idea of the red-triangle organiza- 
tion has undergone a vast change. 
J find that it is not held in universal 
esteem by the common folks. The 
sheltered, middle-class person loves 
his Y. He speaks of it as a good 
place in which to eat, as a haven of 
Welcome wherever he goes.

nation, Cambridge cannot fall to be 
a source of interest. 

Of the 21 colleges of the univer- 
sity, Emmanuel, founded about 34° 
years ago, although an educational 
institution and a recognized part of 
|'Cambridge Untversity, is really one 
‘of the newer colleges. The land on 
| which it js bullt was acquired by the 
Dominican friars in the year 1248, 
| who held it until 1538; then, like all 
lothers In England, the monastery 
was broken up by Henry VIII. After 
passing through various peoples 
‘hands, the buildings were bought by 
Sire Walter Mildmay, who in 1534, 
‘obtained a charter from Queen Eliza- 
beth empowering hitn to found a col- 
lege. Thus a new college was added 
ito the university, called “‘Eim- 
‘manuel,’ at that much-hou- 
ored name. 

Mildmay's Object 

Mildmay’s object {un founding a new 
college was to train preachers who 
were to bring the Church nearer to 
the new Protestant ideals. and to 
encourage a return to a more primfi- 
tive and a deeper Christianity. The 
spirit in which the college was 
founded naturally caused it to pro- 
'duce some very religious and fine- 
hearted men, including John Har- 
vard, the founder of one of the 
greatest universities of all time. Har- 
vard*entered Emmanuel in 1627. and 
soon after leaving college sailed for 
America, reaching Charlestown in 
1637. In the following year he passed 
away, at the »arly a but not 
before he had made hame an 
‘enduring one.

EDITORIALS 


There are few more interesting aspects of 
the modern world problem than the gradual 
development of democ- 
racy in the East. The 
Great War, in its pro- 
foundest political aspect 
a struggle for the right 
of peoples to choose 
their own governments, 
undoubtedly won the 


racy in western and central Europe. There is 
no likelihood of the supremacy of the popular 
vote being destroyed in that area. Even Signor 
Mussolini is being inexorably driven back to 
basing his title to rule on popular support and 
not on Fascist force. 

But that is not true of the world east of the 
Vistula. Words like self-determination and 
democracy, which fifteen years ago had hardly 
been heard of in the Orient, everywhere 
received during the war an immense and re- 
sounding advertisement, and the ideas which 
they represented sank deep into the conscious- 
ness of the Asiatic peoples. But the fulfillment 
has sadly belied the promise. Russia is back 
once more under the most complete autocracy. 
(China, whose hopes were high when the repub- 
lic was proclaimed in 1912, is in chaos or under 
military rule. A large part of political India 
has refused to make use of the liberal Consti- 
tution of 1920. Turkey is struggling with the 
veiled dictatorship of Mustapha Kemal. The 
future of self-government in Egypt is in doubt. 
The demand for immediate Philippine inde- 
pendence has been refused. 

Why is this so? Fundamentally because of 
~the old contrast between the letter and the 
spirit. The letter of democracy is now a com- 
monplace. There is hardly a human being, 
even in densest Africa, who has not heard talk 
of his right to self-government, and who does 
not instinctively feel thaf the idea is true. But 
the proportion of mankind which has put on 
enough of the spirit of true self-government to 
make democracy possible is still comparative:y 
small. 

Democracy, or government of the people, by 
the people. fer the people, is only practical 
when a sufficient proportion of the individuals 
who comprise the people are themselves self- 
governed. Self-government is not self-will, is 
not surrender to the impulses of political ani- 
mosity, or guidance by ignorance, or the wor- 
ship of high-sourncing phrases, or voting ac- 
cording to the dictates of self-interest. It is 
the result of self-control, of obedience to hon- 
esty, wisdom. public sentiment, moderation, 
patience. Indeed, as Moses saw centuries ago, 
obedience to the laws of wisdom was the neces- 
sary condition of the freedom which the Israel- 
ites sought. 

It is exactly this aspect of the problem which 
the astern peoples, including the Russians, 
have not yet grasped. They have the letter, 
but not the spirit necessary to make democracy 
a live reality in their lands. The Russians 
overthrew Tsardom, but proved incapable of 
that unity and self-discipline which was neces- 
sary to save themselves from the autocracy of 
the Bolsheviki. The Chinese overthrew the 
Manchu Dynasty, but proved incapable of sup- 
porting intelligently the democratic system that 
replaced it. Corruption, selfish intrigue, law- 
lessness crept in, until militarism once more 
took charge of the land. The Indian politicians, 
blind to the terrific practical problem of gov- 
ernment in a country of 825,000,000 people, 
without even a common language, refused to 
co-operate in working a constitution which took 
an immense step toward democracy, because all 
power was not immediately handed over to 
themselves. The Egyptians, having won almost 
complete control of their internal affairs, risked 
everything in the vain attempt to establish 
their dominion over another race before they 
had even proved their capacity to govern them- 
selves. 

In all these cases, as in others, what has been 
lacking has been not freedom, but self-dis- 
cipline, the capacity on the part of a sufficient 
proportion of the people to discern what practi- 
cal wisdom prescribed or to make the sacrifices 
hecessary to make constitutional law prevail. 
That capacity will eventually appear. Never 
has the influence of Christianity been so wide- 
spread as it is today, and Christianity is the 
great parent of democracy precisely because it 
lays all its emphasis on the need of obedience 
by the individual to the moral and spiritual 
law. Just in proportion as obedience to that 
law and the self-controled character which 
such obedience produces, appears, will de- 
mocracy, in Asia as in Europe, become surely 
and finally established. 


Three hundred interested individuals, some 
representing motortruck and motorbus opera- 
tors, some the railroads 
and street and interur- 
ban car lines, and still 
others the shippers of 
freight, attended the 
New England motor 
transport conference re- 
cently held in Boston. 
The meeting, arranged 
by the National Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce, clearly indicates the general interest 
manifested in the effort to co-ordinate all agen- 
cies of transportation and distribution. More 
than this, it indicates a realization on the part 
of the managers and operators of these utili- 
ties, as well as shippers and other patrons, that 
where heretofore there has been rivalry and 
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unprofitable competition, there should be sym-: 


pathetic co-operation. 

It has been shown conclusively that the rail- 
reads provide indispensable facilities for both 
passenger and freight transportation. At most. 
as far as is now apparent. the motortruck and 
motorbus can but supplement the service of 
the steam and traction lines. In the cities and 
in the closely built suburban sections the fur- 
ther practical extension of railways is next to 
physically impossible. Still, populations are 


final victory for democ- 


steadily increasing, and factories and mills 
continue to be built, offering for transportation 
a heavier tonnage of freight. The pace which 
civilization has set for itself demands the 
quickest possible delivery. Transportation 
must, in some measure, approximate the speed 
attained in communication. Nothing short of 
the greatest possible efficiency will satisfy. 

So the need of the hour is not rivalry or com- 
petition, but co-ordination. The favor with 
which the Government and the people of the 
United States now regard the merging of the 
railroads under physical zone systems is indica- 
tive of a general realization that the needs of 
the public will be best served thereby. It has 
required many vears and many hard lessons 
to teach the American people that there is 
such a thing as co-operative competition. The 
storekeeper was the first to realize this. Once 
he believed that if a rival merchant,. grocer or 
baker established a store on his street both 
would fail. Probably he discovered that the 
business of both increased by reason of their 
ability to attract trade and to carry on more 
economically and more efficiently. With the 
coming of still other stores a retail district was 


established and the fortunes of all were bene- 


fited. 

So in the matter of transportation it seems 
that the more carriers there are, the more they 
have to carry. The last quarter of a century 
has brought tremendous development in all 
methods of transport. The adaptation of the 
internal combustion engine to the truck and 
omnibus. as well as to lighter vehicles, for a 
time seemed to threaten the established carry- 
ing lines. But the railroads have not suffered 
as was predicted. Gradually, with the return 
of stabilized conditions in industry. it has heen 
realized that the motortrucks and busses, in- 
stead of taking from the railroads, actually 
supplement them by relieving them of traffic 
which, in many cases, was handled at a loss. 
As prosperity begets prosperity. so does busi- 
ness heget business. The greater the efficiency 
in handling freight and passengers, the greater 
will be the volume of traffic offered. It is reas- 
suring that there has at last come the realiza- 
tion that this desired efficiency can be attained 
only through ungrudging co-operation,

Claims i the remaining French 
J spoliation claims, —so 
called. Four. previous 
appropri jations have heen made, hy acts passed 
in 1891, 1899, 1902, and 1905, respectively, in 
satisfaction of claims which had been adjusted 
and determined, but tHere stil! remain unliqui- 
dated about 1500 individual claims which have 
awaited settlement since the vear 1890. or 
almost a century and a quarter. The inclina- 
tion is to agree with the President that if 
there is an obligation, as there clearly is, to 
recognize and pay these claims, action has been 
long enough delaved. 

The history of the origin of these claims, 
except as it has been recalled at intervals since 
a period slightly later than the Revolutionary 
War, is almost forgotten. At the close of that 
war, in recognition of the assistance given by 
Lafayette and the French Nation, the United 
States pledged itself to aid France in protect- 
ing its colonies in the West Indies in case of 
attack by Great Britain. When, a few vears 
later, this assistance was asked, President 
Washington decided that his country was not 
in a position to render this aid, and the treaty 
was abrogated. As a result, France adopted a 
policy of reprisals against American vessels. 
Some 3000 ships were seized. In 1800 a new 
convention of peace was concluded between 
France and the United States, under which 
French national claims against the United 
States were offset by the individual claims of 
American citizens arising out of seizures under 
the reprisal policy. 

It is a reasonable presumption that through 
this offsetting process, by which the United 
States satisfied admittedly just claims of France 
against itself, the moral and legal obligation to 
pay its own claimants was fixed. And yet we 
see that since the vear 1802, when the first 
claims were filed, Congress and more than one 
Chief Executive have, upon one pretext and 
another, prevented a final adjustment and set- 
tlement. Investigation after investigation has 
been conducted. Senator Hoar of Massachu- 
setts, in a report made to Congress in 1884, 
intimated that the delay in settlement had been 
due to “the unfortunate condition of the 
finances at the time.” 

There had been, at intervals, a series of 
adverse reports. In 1827 ‘full documentary 
proof of the claims was supplied by the State 
Department. It was stated by Senator Hoar, in 
a review of the cases, that there had been forty 
favorable reports on the claims, and that Con- 
gress had twice passed bills granting the relief 
asked. One of these was vetoed by President 
Polk and the other by President Pierce. In 
1885 the Court of Claims was directed to de- 
termine the validity and amount of all these 
claims and to report. The work was completed 
twenty years later. Following this, President 
Taft twice recommended to Congress that set- 
tlement of the claims be made, although Presi- 
dent Cleveland, in 1896, had vetoed a relief bill 
upon the theory that whatever liability existed 
must be assumed by the insurance companies 
which had written policies on the vessels. Now 
President Coolidge, relying upon the findings 
and conclusions of the Court of Claims, urges 
that all remaining amounts be paid. 

Thereisno present assurance that this recom- 
mendation will be followed. If it has been pos- 
sible, by resorting to red-tape methods, to post- 
pone an equitable adjustment of an admitted 
obligation for much more than a century, surely 
a modern Congress should demonstrate its free- 
dom from cunning and its inability to resort to 
subterfuge by yielding to common sense and 
fair judgment. And there are gratifying 
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cations that a new order has been established. 
Honesty in government is no more difficult to 
practice than honesty in individual affairs. 
This is being realized, and the insistence of 
President Coolidge that the claims be settled 
is but one of the many evidences of a deter- 
mination to apply the rule generally. 
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Human beings are so constituted that the 
force of any advice or information given to 
them depends in large 
measure on the position 
and preconceived repu- 
tation of the giver. If 
a man who has made lit- 
tle or no material suc- 
cess in life, or who is a 
Socialist or single-taxer, 
or a constant critic of 
bankers, big business and the whole financial 
structure of today, offers suggestions as to ways 
of carrying on practical affairs or the proper 
attitude of moneyed men toward the rest of 
the community, one is immediately tempted to 
dismiss the message rather contemptuously. 
The tendency is to ascribe the offered sugges- 
tions to envy or prejudice, or pure ignorance 
of the subjects involved, and to give no heed 
to the actual worth of the ideas advanced. 

When, however, a man who has been a con- 
spicuous success in banking and finance pre- 
sents thoughts on the personal conduct and 
general attitude advisable for business men to 
assume and use, one is likely to listen very care- 
fully and to give much weight to what he says. 
Otto TI. Kahn and an address. he gave recently 
before the Harvard Business School Club in 
New York furnish an interesting case in point. 
Mr. Kahn is not only a successful New York 
banker with an international reputation, but he 
is known as an active participant in public and 
political affairs and as a patron of the arts, par- 
ticularly of music. So he seems to possess a 
combination of practicality and idealism that 
Should give any advice he may offer to voung 
aspirants for business success unusual weight. 

In his “‘message to voung business men,” Mr. 
Kahn condensed his ideas into a few sharp and 
cogent “points.” They were of extreme value to 
his ‘‘voung” hearers, and they would be of im- 
mense benefit to business men of all ages, if 
considered carefully and then put into practice. 
Ilere are some of them:

It isa bright future for the apple growers of 
New England, which Prof. F. C. Sears, of the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College, painted at 
the open winter meeting in West Acton, Mass.., 
of the Nashoba Fruit Producers’ Association. 
For the next ten yvears,. he said, the apple grow- 
ers who produce high quality fruit will have 
good times, the only necessary qualification be- 
ing that better and still better apples be forth- 
coming. He therefore urged the Nashoba mem- 
bers to make every effort to grow for the mar- 
ket the highest quality of fruit and to pack it 
with proper care. In other words, if they will 
“deliver the goods” and continue to do so in an 
increasing degree they will find no difficulty in 
disposing of their produce. After all, however, 
Professor Sears’ advice is so general that peo- 
ple in every line of activity, aside altogether 
from the apple growers in New England, would 
profit by heeding it, and there is no reason why 
these latter should limit their vears of large 
productiveness to ten. 


As the W. H. Hudson Memorial nears com- 
pletion and as the day draws close when it may 
be erected on the beautiful site in Hyde Park, 
London, which it is expected to occupy, the 
many friends and admirers of Mr. Hudson, both 
in the field of literature and of natural history, 
can hope to see a monument that will be worthy 
of its subject. The poverty of public monu- 
ments in London has always been a subject of 
remark among foreigners. When the work of 
one of the greatest of modern sculptors is un- 
veiled in February next, as will be the case if 
present plans mature, this reproach should be 
in some measure at least removed. No monu- 
ment, we are assured, could be devised more in 
accordance with Mr. Hudson’s personal mod- 
esty and his ardor for the protection and study 
of wild birds, and surely no more fitting site 
could be obtained for it than one of those Lon- 
don parks which he loved so dearly.

Tuatira, Tahiti, Society Islands 

Here in the remote interior of the fair isle of Tahiti, 
strolling along a grass-grown road exactly where Charles 
Warren Stoddard used to wander through his “Island of 
Tranquil Delights,” one comes into the real’ heart of 
Polynesia and finds it surprisingly little changed. A sub- 
stantial frame house appears through the coconut and 
banana trees; and from its broad veranda comes the old 
hospitable greeting of the true Tahitian, “lIorana oe; 
hamal tamaa’’-—“Greeting to you; come in and eat some- 
thing.”’ 

It is the home of a Tahitian “chief,” or local magis- 
trate of the native stock under the French Govern- 
ment. Fruit--bananas, pineapples, oranges, mangoes——is 
brought, and baked breadfruit. the Tahitian staple, fel, 
and the Polynesian preparation of raw fish. A lithe 
boy runs easily up a near-by coconut tree to bring drink- 
ing coconuts with the milk, which is nature’s most delec- 
table beverage. 
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My host is a pure Polynesian of strong and striking 
features. He is clad only in cotton shirt and dungarees, 
yet there is that about him which compels attention 
After a word or two he goes within, to return and sub- 
mit certain articles to mv interest, the whole with a 
gentle and deprecatory smile 

Two of these articles are the Croix de Guerre and the 
French Médaile Militaire. while the third-—can it be pos- 
sible? This native Tahitian is an officer of the Legion 
of Honor of France! I rise to my feet involuntarily 
before this spiendid type of a misunderstood and misrep- 
resented people, a race bearing for 150 vears the heaviest 
burdens the white man could lay upon it. The chief—-his 
name is Faatari Mahu-—motions me to my chair almost 
shamefacedly, and urges me to eat more 

“One time here in Tahiti,’ he explains. {in mixed 
French and English, ‘every house call to the stranger, 
‘Hamai tamaa. But the white man make too much fun; 
lauzh at Tahitian food. Tahitian man not often speak 
now.” I depiored with unfeigned earnestness the white 
man's ways. The chief gives a Parisian shrug. 

“What matter,” he sighs ‘The Polynesian passes

Baedeker's Handbook to Switzerland. which can boast 
of a world-wide reputation, is looking back in 1924 upon 
an existence of eighty vears. The first German edition 
the English editions followed much later—-was published 
at Coblenz in 1844, before the publishing firm had moved 
to Leipzig. Instead of the red linen binding familiar to 
all travelers in Europe, this first edition is bound in 
vellow, and is decorated not only with pictures of the 
most famous sights of Switzerland but also with the coats 
of arms of the diverse cantons. It contains but a single 
map of Switzerland and a panorama of the celebrated 
Rigi view.

In 1844 Switzerland did not pos- 
sess a single railway, not to mention funicular railways. 
Even the hotels were few and far between, though already 
at that time they were claimed to be the best in the 
world. Coaches were the only means of locomotion, and 
prospective travelers had to plan their whole journey 
carefully beforehand. The inexperienced had to cope 
with many difficulties and the guidebook was written 
in order to help them to overcome them. That this was 
really Baedeker's chief object is proved by the didactic 
and somewhat verbose style of his handbook.

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A single sentence is devoted to St. Moritz: “The situa- 
tion of the village on a little lake which is generally 
frozen from the beginning of November to the end of 
April in the midst of green meadows is lovely, but the 
board and lodging in the three inns, the upper (best). 
the middle and the lower, cannot be praised.” The mod- 
ern hotel city of Pontresina in 1844 only hed a single 
“good inn.”
